Nicaragua and Costa Rica Sup- 


port Her Against 
Guatemala. 


The Fighting Strength of the Cen- 
tral American Republics. 


Both of the Warring Nations Appeal to the 
United states—Russla Insists on the Pay- 
ment ef War Indemnity by Turkey— 
Spanish Oavalry Fired Upon by Arabs— 
Lerd Renadelph Churchill Basking in the 
Sunshine of Royaity—A Banquet to tue

New Tonk, July 22.—The rumors of war in 
Oentral America have been confirmed beyond 
a doubt. San Salvador has refused to enter 
into any agreement concerning the proposed 
union of the five Republics, which was to go 
into effect:in September of this year. 4 
special envoy.was sent by Gen. Fuentes to 
Gen. Ezeta, the provisional President of San 
Salvador, asking him to give his consent to 
the ratification of the union. 

Gen. Ezeta replied that Salvador firmly de- 
clined to receive any instructions from Guate- 
mala, and while desircus of peate San Salva 
dor was fully prepared to malntaln her own 
position and defend her honor. Upon there- 
ceipt of Gen. Ezeta’s declaration Gens. 
Fuentes, Naler and Aguilar were dispatched to 
the frontier with a formal declaration of war. 
The first attack of the Guatemalan army was 
repuised, although no serious losses were in · 
curred. i 

SAN SALVADOR’S ALLIES. 

Honduras has declared derself the ally of 
Guatemala and will undertake ber support in 
whatever may happen, Nicaragua and Costa 
Rica will lend San Salvador all the moral and 


‘ material aid In their power. Their reason for 


so doing is that if Guatemala and Honduras 
once obtain political control over San Salva - 
dor, there is no knowing how soon these three 
last named countries may make a combined 
effort against the other two in order to force 
them into a union which is distateful to them 
under existing circumstances. 
THE ARMIES OF THE REPUBLICS. 

From the latest information obtainable, the 
most men, fully armed and equipped, that 
Guatemala can Place in the field is from 12,000 
to 16,000, Honduras about 6,000, San Salvador 
from 8,000 to 10,000, while Nicaragua and 
Cesta Rica can jointly make a sbewing of 
from 15,000 to 16,000. Gen. Ezeta is doing his 
best to preserve order in San Salvador and 
Law just dispatened a pet en the 
United States with a manifesto, in which he 
states his programme toward the people of 
San Salvador. The Guatemalan President has 
cabied his Ministertothe United States, who 
is now In Europe, to return at once to Wash 
ington. Guatemala will also make an appeal 
to the United States for the latter’s protection 
as against Mexican interference.

PERAMBULATING EXHIBITIONS, 


The Novel Scheme ofa French Firmte Ad- 
vertise Geods. 


By Telegraph to the POST-DISPATCH. 

NEW YORK, July 22.—Pushed to the wall by 
excessive competition, commerce has had re- 
course not only to national, special and in- 
ternational, but also to floating exhibitions. 
Germany was the first inthe field, and Spain 
has followed suit by sending to Americaa 
vassel loaded with samples ot every product 
orarticie that she could have to sell and 


which stopped for many days at Rio Janeiro, 
Montevideo, Buenos Ayres, Valparaiso, 
and other points, at which place the 
inhabitants were invited to come aboard 
and examine the samples exhiblied. An 
Improvement on, or rather a modification of 
his new method of advertising, has just been 
made by the French. They could hardly send 
floating exhibitions among their neighbors of 
Switzerland or Italy, so they devised a system 
of ‘‘perambuilating’’ expositions. They 
began with library articles inasmuch as 
the book section in the latest Paris exposi- 
tion did not have the success it merited. 
While crowds congregated around the 
sumptuousliy decorated sections of per- 
fumery, furniture, mechanical dolis and 
Varis notions, the marvels in lithography, 
etchings, engravings, and typographs, 
were relegated to the second floor of the 
Palace of Liberal Arts, where few people 
took the trouble of ascending to look at 
them. Thatsection was so utterly neglected 
by the public that, in the hope of attracting 
visitors, the administration of the exposition 
caused a plano to be placed there, but the 
piawist played to an empty hall most of the 
time. That indifference led a large book 
firm in Paris, the most ancient and the most 
flourishing perhaps, that of the Messrs. 
Firmin Didot, to start the planof a peram- 
bulating exhibition, not so much in the lin- 
terest of the wealthy and successful 
firm as in that of France Der- 
gelt. This kina of exhibiting is 
done by railroad traveling and few appliances 
are needed. In a dozen large sbow-cases rest- 
ing upon movable tron supports and easily 
folded are methodically arranged specimens 
of all the volumes published by the Didot 
firm. They are numerous and embrace the 
whole circie of human knowlecge, dictiona- 
ries, works of imagination, science, art, 
history, lilustrated papers, etc. The whole 
stock of the exhibition does not weigh more 
than 4,000 pounds. It ie sent into al! cities 
where French books and style of publications 
are not sufficientiy known. Advertisements 
in the local newpapers inform the inhab- 
itants that ou such a day in such a hotel 
the exposition will be open and the employes 
who accompany the exhibition furnish all 
necessary «xplanations. No books or other 
lithographic and typographical productions 
are sold on the «pot, but specimens are to be 
seen and orders can be given. It is expected 
that by comparing the genuine with the coun- 
terfeit articles, which are published in large 
quantities at Leipsiz, especially, and im other 
European cities, that foreigners will see the 
superiority of the real French article and seng 
their orders directly to French publishers. If 
this perambulating exhibition proves success- 
ful for the book and printing industry it will 
be tried in others. E

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WEAKENED BY WATER. 


A BRIDGE ON THE ROCK ISLAND GIVES WAY 


UNDER A TRAIN. 


The Engine and Three Cars Precipitated 
Into the Chasm—Engineer McCormick 
Killed and Twelve Passengers Injured— 
The Accident at Limon, Colo,—Muiracu- 
levus Escape of an Exoursion Steame 
From Destruction. 


CHICAGO, III., July 22.—The following par- 
ticulars in regard to the accident to the east- 
bound passenger train on the Chicago, Rock 
Island & Pacific Railroad near Limon, OColo., 
last night, have been received by Genera: 
Manager st. John from Colorado Springs: 
The accident occuzred at a bridge a mile and a 
half west of Limon, at about 10:40 o’clock p. 
m. Two spans of the bridge, which is 
about thirty feet long and {fifteen 
feet high, were washed out by 
a torrent. From the fact that there 
was very little rain on eitper side of the wash- 
out it is believed to have been the result ofa 
cloud-burst ora water-spout. The engine, 
baggage car, day coach andchair car went 
into the chasm and were wrecked badly. The 
sleeper remained on the track. Twelve or 
fifteen people were more or less seriously 
burt, and Engineer McCormick was killed.

The trouble with the engine proved 
to be a defective valve, which was soon re- 
paired and the boat was again got under head- 
way, but so great was the force of the current 
that it took fifteen minutes to reach the spot 
where the anchor caught, 100 feet up-stream 
from the boat. There were about one hundred 
and fifty passengers on the steamer and a 
pleasure barge attached to it. There was a 
terrible scene of confusion, women fainted, 
children screamed and men bid each other 
good-bye. The boat was only a short distance 
above the falls when stopped, and it was a 
miracie which saved the lives of the 150 peo- 
ple on the boat. 


Blast Furnace Explosion. 


MILWAUKEB. WIS., July 22.—Bayview was 
shaken shortly after lo’clock this morning 
by an explosion ofsuch terrific force that the 
good people of that suburb jumped from their 
beds, believing their houses to be rocked oy 
an earthquake. The concussion was due to 
an explosion resulting from a leakage of 
molten iron from dlast furnace No. 4. There 
were a large number of men working around 
the furnace at the time, but only one, Joseph 
Lewis, was burt. He was caught by the flood 
of molten iron and burned until the flesh 
dropped from his bones. He !s still alive, but 
there is no hope of his recovery.

HOW THE MILITARY CLAUSE OF THE ELEC- 
TION BILL Is CONSTRUED- 


An Old Statute Incorporated ia the Pending 
Measure—The Use of the Military in 
Elections—The Senate ‘‘Original Pack- 
age’’ Bill Passed by the House—Wash- 
ington News. 


Pv Teleeranh to the Tosr-Disraren. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., July 22.—The Federal 
election bill is sadly misleading in its con- 
struction tothe average voter, in this, that 
the features of the measures which 
permit of the employment of the 
land and naval forces of the 
United States are é@mbodied already in the 
United States statutes so far as they apply to 
the civil rights law and its enforcement. The 
law was passed in 1870 and the Federal elec- 
tion bill now pending refers to that section 
of the statutes and includes it 8 
a part and parcel of the threatened 
law. There are certain correspondents and 
others here who maintain thatthe proposed 
measure does not contain the military clause. 
It does not, but it applies that section of that 
statute which already exists as a law, 
so that it may be used in enforcement 
of judicial and election matters. Why 


this construction was made is a question with 
some ofthe profound lawyers at the capital. 
and the pending measure should be under- 
stood in this respect.

The North River Gridge Bill, 


WASHINGTON, D. C., July 22.—A hearing was 
given to-day by the House Committee on Com- 
moroe to Gen. J. K. McCammon of this city 
and Judge Green and R. Floyd Clark of New 


York on the bill granting the New York & 
New Jersey Bridge Co. the right to build 
a terminal railway bridge over the North 
River at some point between Twentieth and 
One Hundred and Sixty-seventh street, not 
yet determined on. Judge Green referred to 
acharge made by Mr. Lindenthal, the en- 
ete of the Terminal Bridge over the North 
tiver, heretofore suthorized by Congress, 
that the bill advocated by Judge Green was 
introduced for speculative purposes, and that 
$270,000 of the $800,000. of stock required 
by the charter nad been paid in. He 
said that while the Lindenthal bill bad not 
been introduced untill the Fiithieth Congress, 
the company represented by him had secured 
a charter from the New York Legislature over 
twenty years ago, and ten vears ago had re- 
ceived a charter from the State of New 
Jersey. Mr. Clark testified to the va- 
lidity of the company’s charter. The 
committee decided to hear further argument 
on Friday next. The committee authorized 
favorable reports on a Senate bill authurizing 
a bridge over tbe Mississippi Kiver atsome 
point between its mouth and the Missour! 
River, andthe House bill allowing sapervis- 
ing inspectors of the steamboat inspection 
service to designate local inspectors for ap- 
pointment. 


Committee Action on Military Bills, 


WASHINGTON, D. C., July 22.—The House 
Committee on Military Affairs took adverse 
action on nine House bills to-day. These were 
to amend the revised statutes so that retired 
army olticers shall be entitled to wear the 


uniform of and be addressed by the tities 
of their highest brevet rank; to retire 
certain disabled officers of the army; to 
increase the Ordnauce Department of the 
army; to regulate the promotion of the head 
of the staff departments of the army; to reg- 
ulate promotion of officers who haye served 
in one grade for fifteen and twenty years; to 
authorize the President to appoint physi- 
clans to fill vacancies in the army; 
to increase the efniciency of the 
army and militia; and for the 
relief of officers who have served fifteen and 
twenty years without promotion. ihe pro- 
visions of several of these bills have been em- 
bodied in other bills which have been re- 
ported favorably. A favorable report was 
ordered on a House bill tor the reliei of sol- 
diers ofthe late war who were mustered out 
or killed before their names had been placed 
on the rolls of the army. 


The Baish Relief Bitl, 


WASHINGTON, D. C., July 22.—The House 
Committee on Claims to-day ordered a favor- 
able report on the Senate bill tor the reilef of 
Maj. Daniel N. Baish of the United States 


Army. The bill authorizes him to be credited 
with $7,350 of Government funds of which he 
was robbed at Antelope Springs, Wyo., in 
March, 1887, while on bis way to Fort Mchin- 
ley to pay the troops at that station.

The Baggage Men on the Ferguson Accom. 
modation Refuse te Carry Them. 


A peculiar state of affairs is said to exiat In 
the management of the Ferguson accom:no- 
dation, which leaves the foot of Vine street 
very now and then’’ during the day. 
Ou all trains leaving the city through or ac- 
commodation passengers are permitted to 


carry acertain amount of baggage and any 
number of bundles and packages if they do 
not exceed the limit of weight allowed to each 
passenger. The Ferguson accommodation 
is different from other trains in this that no 
bundles are allowed. The owners of property 
at Jennings Station, Woodland and other 
equality pretty suburban resorts along the 
road have done all they could to 
draw permanant residents to these 
places and have had the number 
of trains Increased, and the fare reduced. The 
resuit is that there area large number of neo- 
ple living on the line, and as all suburban fest- 
dents carry bundles a great how! has gone 
up over the treatment of the patrons of the 
road by the hired hands. A single incident 
selected from a great many recited 
willillustrate. A baggage or express car is 
attached to every train and it is in charge of a 
brakeman. Sunday, July 13, a large dinner 
party was given at Jennings Station, and a 
Prominent caterer was given instructions to 
send out a two-gallon freezer of ice 
cream on the noon train. The din- 
ner party never ate the tice cream. 
Inquiry developed the fact that the hired 
manincharge of the car refused to take the 
freezer to Jennings, and when a passenger 
volunteered to carry it Out with him, the 
brakeman said be would tro it off 
de train.“ The who ordered 
the cream called the brake- 
man, and he denied all knowledge of the 
incident. The order for cream was given 
again last Sunday, and again the caterer 
offered the two-gallon freezer to the brake- 
man and again he refused to take it. He sat 
with his feet cocked up against the car, and 
even reiused to read a letter addressed to him 
by the party who wanted the ice cream. The 
caterer, determined his patrons should not be 
cisappointed a second time, hireda buggy 
and drove to Jennings, arriving there an nour 
late. To-day it was learned that on 
the same Sunday . train were two men, 
one’ with a huge watermelon and 
another with a small freezer of ice-cream. 
The brake man saw them and sald, ‘‘We don’t 
carry those things on this train, ou’ll have 
to put om off.“ The gentieman politely but 
firmly told the man they would not pat them 
off that if he attempted to the County Coro- 
ner would have a esse. For some reason the 
brakewan said nothing more aad, in fact, 
never disturbs a strong man with a 
bundle or watermelon or ice-cream freezer, 
but a small man or boy cannot carry them on 
his run.

ERS WHO ARE STBIKING- 


One Hundred Females Oceupy the Best 
Positions They Vacated, and Non-Unien 
Waiters Are in the Remaining Places— 
A Surprising Number of Applicants for 
Employment as Waitresses—A Waiters’ 


Restaurant, 


A great disappointmént awaited a con- 
mittee of striking waiters that waited in the 
Union Depot last night for the arrival of W. 
E. Pomeroy from Chicago. Mr. Pomeroy, 
known personally but to a small circle of 
waiters who have been in the city more than 
three years and by reputation to 
those who followed the Chicago waiters’ 
strike, offered his services to the lodal 
strikers and hoping that he would be able to 
whoop things up the Executive Committee 
telegraphed acceptance. They expected Mr. 
Pomeroy would come at once and a commit- 
tee was sent to the morning trains to receive 
him. He did not arrive then and the commit- 
tee met all the evening trains in the hope of 
catching him. But he did not come and no 
explanation of his failure to arrive has been 


received. 
‘*Floaters,’’ hams, ‘‘schooners’’ and 


‘‘hungries’’ (Otherwise tramp waiters or men 
with but little experience in the business) 
have arrived from Onicago or elsewhere in 
considerable numbers in response to adver- 
tisem@nts Ineerted in out-of-town papers by 
keepers of non-union restaurants. These 
have been employed to some extent in the 
place of strikers andthe proprietors say the 
supply is far 

IN EXCESS OF THE DEMAND. 
It would not be difficultfor the strikers to 
win their fight, however, If it were not for 
the girls. Their employment and tho diffi- 
culty, not to say impossibility, of organizing 
them to assist the strike are the causes of the 
failure of the waiters to gain their point. The 
floating element among the male walters soon 
discredits itself through incompetenocy and 
lack of reliability, and, too, many 
of the floators are open to the 
influence of such arguments as 


the unionists can bring to bear. The supply 
of giris seems to be practically inexhaustible. 
It was anticipated that the Spragues would 
have great dificuity in securing a sufficient 
number of girl waitersfor their restaurants, 
but after the first crew was secured for the 
Olive and Seventh street place they had no 
difficulty in getting another crew for 
the Fourth and Pine street place. 
At first they employed all the girls who ap- 
plied for work, not knowing how many would 
apply. Since then there has been 
SOME WESDING OUT. 

Most girls find the work easy to learn, but 
some are gitted with fingers that lack deft- 
ness and a total absence of the sense of clean- 
liness. These were lost out of tie list in the 
course ot a few days. At the beginning two 
girls were required to do the work one man 
did, but this has been changed, and 
the proportion of giris to wen is much less. 

Acting Manager Livingstone of the Southern 
said this morning: ‘‘I have been greatly sur- 
prised since we advertised for giris by two 
things, the good elass of applicants for wait- 
resses’ positions and the large number of ap- 
plications. We wanted forty girls and I be- 
lieve we would have had no trouble lu securing 
forty more. The girjs are good looking, 
bright, modest in manner and dress, and 
some of them have had a little previous 
experience. They learn rapidly, and although 
Ido not know, I think our experiment will be 
a success. We haveto have more giris than 
we had men, as they are not strong enough to 
dethe work men do. A girl could not carry 
in three orders On a tray, but the men do. 
thiak that when we get to running regularly 
we will require about one-third more girls 
than we had men. That is about the experi- 
ence elsewhere. 

The Southern will open its dining-room this 
evening and the house will resume under the 
American plan, 

The Lindell dining-room is still closed, and 
the Laclede being the only hotel that bid for 
colored waiters has now a full force of good 
men. 5 

The large number of giris so easily found for 
two ofthe Sprague restaurants, one or two 
other restaurants and forthe Southern Hotei is 
a great surprise to such householders as have 
haunted the employment fiices in the vain 
search for cooks and housegiris. At this sea- 
son a number of families are out of the city, 
and some make it a practice to dismiss their 
servants when they go away. This supply of 
unempioyed labor is immediately taken up to 
partially filithe gap caused by the secession of 
girls who have homes in the country, and who 
ao home every peur to help their mothers 
through the summer work, The country 
born and bred giris compose fully 75 per cent 
of the servant class in the city, and the 
annual secession of a large percentage of 
these causes the demand for help to be ex- 
ceedinugly strong. The present season has 
been no exception, and yet In a few days 
forces of giris have been recruited 
for service in public restaurants and a hotel 
numbering in the aggregate not less than one 
hundred, and the supply isnot yet exhausted. 

THERE WAS A LARGE MEETING 

of Union No. 2 at Trades and Labor Hall, 
Fourth and Valeatine streets, this morning.

SOCNEWMAN AND JAMFS CAMPBFLL PUR- 
CHASE IHE HURST HOTEL PROPERTY. 


Plans for Kebuilding Upon That Site 
Fourth Street FProgress—Some Local 
Capitalists Entering the Field of Real 
Estate Specniations for the First Time— 
Ground Worth 85 a Foot iwo Years Agu 
Sold at $30. 


Another important improvement has been 
assured for Fourth street on the site of the old 
Hurst’ Hotel, between, Olive and Locust, as 
the property has been acquired by Soc New- 
man and James Campbell, and they are going 
to tear away the present dilapitated five - 
story incumbrance that stands there to make 
room for a modern six-story buiid- 
ing, designed for a hotel and 
restaurant, to be conducted on 
the European plan. This improvement, with 
the Allen building next south of it, which 
Isaae S. Taylor is building for the Mecham 
Arms Co., will make a handsome facade for 
that block and redeem for itgnuch of Its old- 
time prestage, which was temporarily lost 
when the retail business commenced to take 
a move westward, about five years ago 
when the new order of prosperity was 
inaugurated forthe city. Sinca then several 
very imposing and costly buildings have been 
erected on Fourth street, and these, with the 
conversion of the horse car line that was on 
Fourth street into a cable road, nas already 
had the effect of making the abutting prop- 
erty sell for at least a third more than it was 
valued at three years ago, when indeed there 
were no buyersfor it. But notwithstanding 
the advances that have been made 


ure yet comparatively much cheaper there 
than on any otber business street inthe city, 
and in view of this recognized fact a much 
greater increase may ve looked for in the 
near future, for with the completion and oc- 
cupancy of ihe large buildings now under way 
on the street it is soon bound to become a 
very prominent banking and retail thorough- 
fare, rents will advance to something 
nearthelrold standard, and that will con- 
vince buyers that there is as good revenue 
to be made out of Fourth street property as 
there was formerly 

The site ot the old hotel to be rebullt bas a 
frontage of sixty-two feet by a depth of sixty- 
two. 

On the l4th inst., John Grether sold it at 
Commissioner’s sale to Charles A. Bircher. 
and the same gentleman has now negotiated a 
sale of the premises for $50,000 to the pur- 
chasers named. Judge Grether is to be con- 
gratulated on this transaction, as the transfer 
of interest will bring about a speedy im- 
provement of much value to the locality,

In view 
of previous reports concerning the damage 
done, much surprise is expressed that the 
plates seem now to be in such good 


condition, Some of the officers say 
that the injury is slight, but recdg- 
nize the fact that some protection 
must be givento the submerged portions of

coating with an anti-fouling and antl-corro- 
sive paint.

THE SILVER LAW. a 

The new silver law is not yet in full op- 
eration. The clause stopping the coinage 
of $2,000,000 a month does not take effect 
fora year. How it will then affect the 
silver market depends much upon con- 
tingencies which may or may not occur. 

If our government in the meantime 
purchases and locks up the entire output 
of our silver mines, such a silver “corner” 
will naturally, not to say necessarily, 
raise the price of silver bullion. The re- 
cent advance in London is obviously due 
to the attempts of speculators to share in 
the profits of our siiver corner. 

The hope of the silver dollar men who 
supported the new law is that it will force 
silver up so high as to close the gap be- 
tween the present price and the free coin- 
age point. As one arm of the bimetallic 
balance goes up there is bound to be a 
downward movement of the other arm 
towards the par level. 

But the monometalists will do all they 
can to preventthis. They are a mighty 
power in the financial world, and the new 
silver law, besides stopping the coinage 
of silver, provides other means by which 
our own Wall street and the ‘‘creditor 
nations” may, under favoring contingen- 
cies, prevent the silver men from realiz- 
ing the benefits they hope for from this 
new law. 

In any event it is far more likely to 
operate as a harmless truce between coin- 
age factions than to produce any serious 
financial convulsions or even difficulties.

THE NEW GAS MOTORS WHICH. WILL BE 
PUT ON THE BELLEFONTAINE- 


— 


Important Discoveries in Mechanics Which | 


Promise a New Street Car Moter—The 
First Full Trial To Be Made in St. 
Louls—Possible Location eof a Motor 
Works in This City. 


HE firat of the new gas 
motors with which it is 
proposed to operate the 
Bellefontaine line will 
arrive ina fewdays. It 
is now on trial and exbi- 
bition at Chicago. This 
isa motor first put into 
use in Elizabeth, N. J. 
One motor was run over 
six months experimentally, developed abun- 
dant power for the beavlest loads and a speed 
of twelve miles per hour, but there were many 
mechanical defects which. had to be over- 
come. Two new motors were constructed, 
every improvement being tested by actual 
service on the road, and it is claimed that the 
experimentai stage is now passed, and there 
is no longer any doubt as to the new motor’s 
success. Freparations are being made to 
manufacture the motors in Chicago and Eliza- 
beth, and possibly in St. Louis. 
THE PROBLEM, 

Upon first thoughtit would seem to be an 
easy thing to attach a gas engine to a street 
car, but, in fact, ithas been avery difficult 
problem, owing tothe lack of a suitable ap- 
pliance for transmitting power from the en- 
gine to the car axle differentially. A gas

. engine geared direet to the car axie as the lo- 


comotive is connected to its driviag wheels 
would require an engine of such bulk and 
power that it would be entirely impracticable, 
A gas engine of twenty-five horse power 
has been applied to this purpose, 
geared direct, and proved an entire 
failure. It completely falled to start a street 
car on a grade or a curve. The usual 
mechanism furnished direct transmission of 
power, hut this practice conveys the least 
power just at the time when the greatest 
power is required. The most power is needed 
when a car isstarting or on grades. It was 
evident that a variable transmission, per- 
mitting the engine to develop its maximun 


power when starting or driving a car at 
minimum speed, wasthe one essential thing 
needed for a gas motor. 

OVERCOMING DIFFICULTIES. 

This motor is said t: encompass this desira- 
ble point. An ingenious piece of mechanical 
workmanship its used to cover the require- 
ment. It is Called a friction device, that ex- 
erts a powerful leverage, enabling an eight- 
horse power engine to easily start a loaded 
car on grades, which could not be started by a 
thirty-horse power engine connected to the 
axie in the common manner, The compound 
gas engine has high asd low pressure cylin- 
ders. The fuel tank is a double cyiinder, 
the inner one containing the naphtha and an 
absorbent waterial. This is surrounded bya 
jacket of water, which is connected by — 
to the water jacket about the engine ey linder 
Tbe circulation of water from the cylinder to 
the carbureter is continuous, and it performs 
a double service, cooling the cylinder of the 
engine and warming the naphtha, producing 
eveporation. Airis drawa through the ab- 
sorbent material, thoroughly carbureted, and 
supplied to the engine, compressed and then 
ignited by an electric spark. The low press 
ure cylinder next receives the charge and 
becomes a motive cylinder during the first 
half of the outward stroke, when, the pressure 
being gone, it acts as a pump, drawing a fresh 
charge of gas into the high pressure cylinder. 
The method of transmitting power from the 
engine tothe axle is quite practicable. The 
main shaft is set parallel with a disk 30 inches 
in diameter placed on the face of the fiv wheel. 
On the shatt is a loose friction pulley 12 inches 
in diameter, that engages with the face of the 
disk. ‘This loose pulley is prevented from re- 
volving on the shaft by a tongue and groove, 
Put it is moved up or down on the &hait at the 
will of the driver, by means of two screw 
rods which pass through the pulley and re- 
volve with the shaft. 

THE MOTOR’S SPEED. 

When it is requited to slow up or stop, the 
friction pulley, still in contact with the disk, 
isrun down to near its center, and at this 
point can be slightly lifted from the disk. To 
reverse, the iriction pulley is run below the 
center of the disk, while the engine is left to 
run allthe time in the same direction. The 
engine, itis said, requires no attention alter 
being started, and regulates its own speed, 
whether the car be running or standing still. 
The car la staried with a gentle motion and 
with an enormous leverage. 

The cost of operating the gas motor 18 $1.40 
per day, fourteen bours, ninety miles each, 
while the cost of operating street cars with 
horses averaxes from $5 to $6.50 per day for 
each two horse car, the average mileage be- 
ing 60. 0 

During the early part of next week a test of 
the gas motor will be made on the Benton- 
Bellefontaine Street Railway. Mr. James 
Campbell of the Bellefontaine to-day said: 
‘*‘I wasin consultation last night with Mr. 
John Connelly and Iwill soon be prepared to 
put one ofthe gas motors on my line. 
Connelly showed me the resuite of some 
tests made on Yerkes roads in 
Chicago. On trip the 
motor ran only 
two interruptions, them 
due to any imperfection in the motor. The 
motor has beeu in operation in Chicago for 
about six weeksand has given, it is said,entire 
satisfaction. I have not yet determined to place 
it upon the henton-Bellefontaine line, but will 
give it atriai. There are two motors ready 
for shipment, one that has been used in Cu- 
cago, and another recently built in Elizabeth, 
N. J., that is bdelleved to be somewhat better. 
They will probably reach here on Saturday 
and will be tried on the Beuton- Bellefontaine 
early next week. Upon the result ot the trial 
largely depends whether the line will be 
equipped with gas motors or with overhead 
electric wires. I shall make a change of some 
kind within a short time.

BOB GOODE LEARNS A PECULIAR STORY 
THROUGH A NARROW ESCAPE, 


Comes Near Losing His life in Boarding 
a Suburban Train, and Upon Seeking an 
Explanation of Why the Train Did Not 
Stop for Him Hels Informed of a Cu- 
rious Alleged State ef Affairs, 


N escape from death 
which seems almost 
miraculous was made 
by Robert M. Goode, 
the attorney, last 
Thursday while on jis 
way from his country 
residence in St. Louis 
County to hie office in 
this city. Mr. Goode 
has moved to the 
country for the sum- 
mer with his wife and 
goes to and from his 
home onthe Miesouri 
Pacific Creve Cour 
accommodation train. 
Stories bave been told of the manner in which 
this accommodation train has been runniog 
of late, but nothing definite could be learned 
until Mr. Goode related how he narrowly 
escaped losing his life. 

1 am spending several months in the 
country with my wife,’’ said Mr. Goode, 
‘‘andam obliged to come in and go out on 
the Creve Cour accommodation. I have had 
no trouble in catching my train on either 
end ofthe line until last Thursday. 1 was 
standing on the little platform of our station 


alone, and stood out on the edged 
so the engineer could see me. As the train 


approached the depot platform the engineer 

whistled, but did not slacken hfs speed. The 

engine whisked by at twenty miles an hour. 
AVE HIM THE GO hr. 

The first car, then the second and then the 

third passed, all going at the same speed. 

There was no sign of the train beginning 


toslowup. I consider myself something of 
an expert at jumping on moving trains, but I 
dared not catch that one. As the last car 

assed I began to think of my appvcintments 

n town and of hiring a buggy or waiting for 
the next train when 1 saw Conductor 
Martin rush out on the back platform and 
waving to me to follow the train, turned 
wildly at the brake. Several passengers 
steppea out upon the platform and shouted 
for me to follow. Ithought the train was 
going to stop, and being in good running trim 
I sturted on a lively sprint down the cinder- 
covered track. I saw the train was still moving 
away and increased my speed. Still 1 grew 
no nearer and ] put on au extra pressure, 1 
was covering ground then and gaining on the 
train, which had sluckened upon account of 
the b@&kes, though the engine seemed to be 
puffing and pulling as hard as 
ever. I finally got Within two 
feet of the platform and made 
a reach for it, but I was so completely ex- 
hausted I could not make it. 1 tried Dal a 
dozen times and missed it each time. As 1 
was about to give up some one reached over 
the rail and catching bold of my hand pulled 
me up. It was just in time. As my feet left the 
ground the men holding me gave a cry of hor- 
rer, and looking over my shoulder I saw 4 
trestles panning a deepravine. It I had taken 
four more strides such as I had been taking I 
would have struck that trestle and sone 
through or broken my bones at least. When 
Irecovered my breath Il asked the passengers 
if the engineer was not ptilling against the 
brakes gud was told that was the case, 
I also learned that my experience was due to 
avery peculiar state of affairs. One ot the 
passengers told me the conductor, J. B. Mar- 
tin, a man about 40 yeursof age, but good 
looking and still young, had married the 
engineer’s gt bape aughter about two 
years ago. ‘The girl was going to school at 
the time, and the conductor eloped with her. 
Since then I am told the engin- 
eer James Ewing Martin have 
never spoken though they bave been running 
on that train ever since the elopement. I was 
told that such things as I went through were 
not uncommon, and it Was a very common 
thing for the train to pass persons waiting on 
apiatform. I understand thatthe conductor 
aud the engineer «ive and take orders through 
the brakeman. 

„This breach between the train hands is, I 
have since learned, the cause of no little an- 
noyance to passengers. 

THE ELOPEMENT. 

The elopement of Conductor J. B. Martin 
with the daughter of Engineer Ewing, swo 
years ago, will be remembered by manyWho 
read the romentic stery at the time. Mr. 
Ewing’s family lived in the county on 
the line of the Creve Cour extension and 
Miss Ewing, then 16 years of age, attended the 
High Schoo! in this city. She rode in on her 
father’s train every worning with other giris 
in her neighborhood and always before going 
into the coach she would run up to the en- 
gine and bid her father good-bye, 
Mr. Martin would hand her 
the car and for six months prior to the pe- 
ment he woulibe at her side riding in and 
out every spare moment he Could find. He 
was invited to Sunday dinners and always 
took flowers to his rosy-cheeked school giri 
awoeetheart. No one knew of the attach- 
ment between the pair, the  differ- 
ence in the ages preventing 
any suspicion of it. One day a strange con 
ductor took Martin’s ran and Miss Ewing did 
not return home. Aletter to Mr. Ewing left 
at the house explained all. The couple were 
married, Martin bad secured a 
brief leave of absence and the 
bridal couple went on a short tour 6ast. 
On their return Mr. Martin took his train 
again, after fitting up a neat cottage not many 
Ales from the giri’s old home, Dut he never 
went near Mr. Ewing. Mrs. Martin went home 
to see her parents and spendsa great deal of 
her time with them still, but the door is not 
open to Mr. Martin. The breach isst there, 
and the bad feeling that exists between them 
shows itself occasionally, it Is said, by the 
manner in which the Creve Cour acecomme- 
dation train is run.

Judge Cady Lays Down the Law Which Aay 
Citizen May Find Interesting Some Day. 


In the First District Police Court this morg- 
ing Judge Charlies F. Cady in passing on a 
case of resistance of a police officer lald down 
the law for both biue-coats and citizens. The 
nine propositions governing an arrest will 
prove interesting to citizens. They are ag 
follows: 

An officer has no right to use severit 
violence if no resistance is offered, Gad’ bes 
no right rudely and with violence to seize his 
prisoner. An officer is not justified in putting 
on handcuffs untess there is danger of the 
prisoner escaping. This, however, is left to 
the discretion of the officer, and he is only 
liable ior a clear abuse of this discretion. 

Arrests are autnorized by warrant by the 
verbal order of a magistrate for an offense 
committed in his presence or by the general 
authority which is found in law for the arrest 
of certain classes of offenders under certain 
circumstances. 

A warrant of arrest Is a legal process used by 
competent legal autbority, directing the ar. 
rest of a certain person or persons upon suf! 
clent grounds, which must be sta In the 
warrant. 

At common law a magistrate can direct a 
warrant to private persons as well as to offi- 
cers ofthe law. It is not the custom, how- 
ever, except iu cases of emergency. 

A legal wurrant is complete and full jastifi- 
cation and protection to an officer making an 
arrest, but & warrant issued in blank 
with the name of the person written 
in afterwards without authority is 
void and no protection to an officer 
attempting to serve it. An officer given a 
warrant for service must see that it is legal. 
The person to be arrested must be particularily 
and correctly named or described, and an 
officer cannot serve a Warrant upon a person 
who is not correctly named in it, even it he is 
the person intended. This does not epply 
where the name ofthe person to be arres 
is unknown. In such cases a description 
sufficient to clearly indicate the person in- 
tended willanswer. A third person can assis§ . 
— resisting arrest under an unlawful war- 
Tan sel 

An officer with a lawful warrant can call the 
assistance of any citizen, and a person refus- 
ing such assistance when lawfully demanded 
is subject to prosecution. A citizen calied 
upon by one who ts known to be an officer has 
no right to see the warrant before lending as- 
sistance, 

An officer armed with a warrant or with a 
lawful right to make an arrest without a war- 
rant has a right and it is his duty to use every 
means to make the arrest. If resisted he may 
use such force as may become necessary even 
to the taking of lite. In such a case it the 
person resisting is killed it is justifiabie homi- 
cide; if the officer is killed it is murder. 

In order to execute a criminal warrant or to 
arrest for felony on ressonable auspicion or to 
quell an affray at that moment progress an 
officer bas the right to break down the outer 
and inner doors of the bouse to make the ar- 
reat, and the officer is justified, even though 
it should turn out that the person sought is 
not in the house at the time, for the officer 
has the right to search there and the verbal 
authority of a magistrate justifies the officer 
in breaking doors to make the arrest. 

The officer must first ask admittance and 
explain the reasons for bis entry. If an officer 
nas reasons to believe taat the persoy named 
in his warrant ie inthe house of andSther he 
bas arinht to search for him there and after 
demanding adinittance and giving notice of, 
his purpose, a right to break the doors if neo 
essary to gain entrance. It makes no differ- 
anee if it is afterward discovered that the 
person wanted was not in the house.

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INDIGNANT ARCHITECTS 


THK SCHOOL BOARD INVITES THEM TO SUB- 
MIT PLANS FREE OF CHARGE 


A Preposition From a Jolict Man Which 
Stirs Up a Nest of Bees—The Architects’ 
Association Will Reply to the * tion- 


able Communication—The Ze a 
Janket test. Paul. 


The architects of the city are very angry be- 
cause of a circular sent outby the Building 
Committee of the School Board, inviting them 
to submit plans for a school building free of 
cost, The circular is one of the most peculiar 
ever sent by what is supposed to be a body of 
intelligent men to professional men, and it is 
resented with a degree of professional indig- 
nation which is intense. It will bring no 
plans, butthe architects will answer it, and 
the gentlemen of the School Board will not be 
at all fattered ty the response. The trouble 
grows out of a proposition made to the 
Building Committee last Friday by an 
architect of Joliet, Ill, When the 
committee assembled there were four pres- 
ent, Messrs. Miller, Barstow, O’Connor and 
O'Connell. The ordinary routine business 
was transacted, and when the committee 
reached new business a young man who 
had oceupled aseat in the committee room 
rose and asked permission to address the 
committee. The privilege was accorded him 
and he introduced bimself by saying that he 
was F. 8. Allen, an architect of Joliet, III., 
and that since his entrance into the profession 
of architecture he had made sehoo! buildings 
aspeciaity. He was thoroughly posted on the 
subject and would like to demonstrate to the 
committee his ability in that line of work, and 
he would like also to put up some buildings 
for the St. Louis schools. 
HE DISCUSSED HIMSELF 
and the matter for some time and finally pro- 
posed to furnish the committee aset of plans 
for a complete tweivé-room school free. He 
did not ask a cent; he did not even ask an 
agreement that his pians would be seri- 
ously considered. He spoke lu a very con- 
fident manner, and all he wanted to do was 
persuade the committee to accepta set of 
plans free. Mr. Miller and Mr. Barstow 
thought the idea was a very good one and 
were perfectly willifg to aceept the propos!- 
tion, bat Mr. O'Connor read the young man 
a lesson on municipal pride and Mr. O'Connell 
said amen. Mr. O'Connor told Mr. Allen that 
he thought it rather cheeky for an architect 
from aChicago suburb to come to St. Louis to 
build its public schools. He wanted the 
bay | gentieman to understand that St. Louis 
ad just as fine architects as any city in the 
country, if not better, and the idea that the 
School Board had to go out of the city to find 
one to put up a district schoo! was too absurd 
to be considergd. In this strain Mr. O'Connor 
spoke for several minutes and Mr. Alien stood 
the fire frst rute. 

Then a motion was made that Mr. Allen 
should be permitted to submit his plans. Mr. 
©’ Connor would not let o through in that 
style, so he amended it by inserting a clause 
extond ing the same privileges to all arohi- 
tects, and in that form it went through. In 
accordance with the motion the Secretary 
prepared the following circular, which was 
uddressed to all the different architects of the 
city:

OFFICE BOARD OF PUBLIC SCHOOLS, 
St. Louis, July 19, 1890.

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COLLISION OF EARTH AND MOON, 


The Catastrephe the Old Astronomers Fre- 
dicted, but That Can Never Occur. 


From the New Castle (Eng. ) Chronicle. 

It is an undoubted fact that the moon Is 
and bas been for ages approaching closer to 
the earth, though whether by «fraction of 
an Inch ora fraction of a yard in a century I 
am not prepared to demonstrate. This phe- 
nomenon ls fully proved by a comparison of 
the Babylonian eclipses with those recorded 
by the Arabian astronomers, and further, 


by comparing the latter with those of mod- 
dern times. A period, however, Wil) arrive 
when this falling toward the earth will 
cease, aud whem the Queenof Night will 
start and go back to ber former position. 
All this, no doubt, is very mysterious and 
com lex, and had it not been for the giant 
intelleets of Laplace and Lagrange, we 
might yet be calculating how long at its va- 
rious rates of progression toward the earth, 
our satellite would take tojfreach thattbodyjand 
the probable results of such an event. The 
limit to the moon’s acceleration and conse- 
quent approach to our planet was discov- 
eredto be due to the decrease and subse- 
quent disappearance in tue eccentricity of 
the earth’s orbit. 

Then the question naturally suggests itself 
as to how near the moun will be tous when 
the limit le reached, As 1 have intimated, 
this will be settled in about 50,000 years, by 
which period the moon’s mean motion will 
indicate that she Is between 600 and 700 of her 
diameters im advance of the position she 
would have occupied hed no chenge been in 
progress. We may, | think, t. ke it for granted 
that the arrangements of the solar system are 
stable; and that the perturbations in the 
moon’s mean motion are not indefinitely pro- 
gressive, but periodical, albeit extending 
over countless ages, reaching a lltalt, as they 
perhaps have done before, and then resuming 
their old character.

THE noss QUARRY-WOMAN. 


How Rich Mrs. Gehres Manages Her 


Qaarries and Empleyes. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatcn 

BUFFaLo, N. T., July 22.—Jammerthal, a 
suburb of Buffalo, is the only stone quarry 
region in this section end special attention 
has just been directed to it through the strike 
ofthe hundred or more quarrymen to have 
their pay increased from $1.75 to 82 a day. 
Five boss quarrymen have yielded, but trae 
largest and richest quarry owners, Mrs. Mary 
Gehres, the Buffalo Building Stone Co, 
and Chriss Hebeloer, refuse to pay 


the advance. Mrs. Gehres own forty 
acres of the richest stone quarry country iu 
Western Now York and ie independently rich. 
She bas made ber weaith, according to what 
men who have worked for hereay, through a 
Ssystom much like the Pennsylvania coal 
mines. She has a grocery store in ber dwell- 
ing ix the center of her preserves. She em- 
ploys forty men when there is no strike on, 
und the mearried employes occupy the nine 
cottages in the neighborhood which the boss 
quarry woman built tor that purpose. The 
other emploves areexpected to board in these 
houses. They have ail found it con- 
venient to do 20, that is, those 
who have not lost their jobs. For 
groceries Mrs. Gehres charges as high prices 
as he thinks the men wiil stand and when 
they want beer or liquor she gives them 
checks to pay in ata saloon across the etreet 
from her grocery store. When che setties 
with her men, as a general thing they have 
vory little money left. They are unemployed 
Guring a quarter of the year and in the winter 
month they are allowed to run behind on 
their grocery and bar bille. Ihe claim is 
made aud not dented, that Mr Gehres die- 
charges employes who buy anything else- 
where without her cornsecnt. She recently 
Gischarged a driver for this offense and 
he obtained employment with a local 
contractor. Hie was sent to get a load of 
stone in one of the wealihy widow's quarries 
and she refused to fet the contractor have 
any more stone unless he dtecharged the moan. 
The people in thet region are really iu a pitia- 
bie state. The men do pot earn enough to 
support themselves and families and they are 
continually in debt to their employer. They 
will probably win the strike for 25 cents au- 
Vance a day forenouxch are at work to belp 
the strikere out. Jammerthal, although with- 
in the city I!mita, is so isolated that few peo- 
pie ever ber of it except on some provoca- 
Lon as a strike or the accidental death ofa 
quarryiman.

THE NEW RAILROAD BILLS OF LADING 
AROUSE SHIPPERS AND RECEIVEBS. 


A General Meeting to Be Held in Chicage te 
Oppose the New Contracts—Points to 
Which Objections Are Raised—A New 
Departure Made by the Railroads—Pre- 
paring te Fight.

A NEW DEPARTURE. 

Many complaints have been made against 
difforent bills of lading issued by various rall- 
roads, which in some cases have led to modi- 
fications, and in other cases have been unsuc- 
cessful, but formerly the railroads have in- 
variably hada strong party, either shippers 
or receivers, on their side. In the present 
instance, however, the railroads staud alone 
and the protest against the provisions of the 


bil dt lad ing are more general than in any 


arisen. The 


lines have hitherto made 
practice to consult with A 
otthe New York Produce Ex. 
issuing any new bill, and a 
contract has been adopted which was satis- 
factory tothat body. Nota little feeling has 
been aroused by the fact thatthe shippers 
have generally been ignored, and 
the contract eettied by the 
railroads and the receivers. This bas 
been the case in a marked degree 


in the West, especially in Chicago and St. 
Louis, but the protests have often been inet 
fectual, because the New Yorkers have sus- 
tained the position taken by the railroads. 

A ONE-SIDED CONTRACT. 

For the first time the raliroads have ignored 
the New Lor Produce Exchange in the mat- 
ter of the new biilof lading, and that body is 
the one loudest in its protests against It. 
A statement t the points complained 
of appeared in the SUNDAY lOST- DISPATCH. 
iy the new bill-the railroads are relieyed of 
responsibility tor loss from almost any cause 
except actual theft or criminal negligencé on 
the part of railroad employes. Strikes, 
accidents that are not difectiy traceable to 
gross mismanagément and a ~variety of 
other reasons for losses for which the 
railroads were previously responsible are 
covered by the new bill and the responsibility 
transferred to the shipper or receiver. The 
new billis about twice a: lengthy as the one 
previously in use, the additional space being 
taken up with contracts for the release of 
the railroads from their responsibilities 
as common carriers. The feeling 
is nearly universal that an attempt is being 
made all along the line to take shippers by 
surprise and compel them tosign a contract 
that will enable the railroads to do pretty 
much as they please In regard to shipments. 
Special provisions are made inreference to 
delays. Should delays eccur on the railroads 
neither the shipper nor the receiver is to have 
any claim for damage, and in case of loss the 
damage is to be determined by the cost of the 
article at the point of shipment, at the time 
when such shipment is made, and not by the 
price which could have been obtained at the 
place to which the goods were ebipped at the 
time that they were expected to arrive. 

PREPARING FOR A FIGHT. 

Should any delay, however, occur in the 
receiver removing bis goodsfrom the cars, 
they are to be absolutely at his risk, and such 
demurrage asthe line may consider proper 
may be charged. In case a _ receiver of 
(freight is in debt to a rall-- 
road, any subsequent shipment ma 
be retained untilsuch indebtedness is liqu 
dated. All parties concerned, except the rail- 
roads, are indignant attbe terméd of the new 
bill, and pronounce it to be the most onesided 
contract ever presented for signature. Legal 
advice has been taken, and the opinion given 
by half a dozen lawyers is that the con- 
tract, if disputed in the courts, will not 
hold water. It has, it is stated, 
been held over and over again by the courts, 
that no railroad by — contract can relieve 
itself of ite responsibility asa common car- 
rier, and that all bills of lading drawn up 
with this object in view are null and void. At 
the Chicago meeting legal opinions will 
be presented andthe railroad attorneys in- 
vited to attend. If the lines involved réfuse 
to modify their contracts a fund will be raised 
to bring the first available case before the 
courts. The shippers and receivers are con-
